etables w ere sold from a total of 1962 
farm s in W ise county for the year, ami 
th at a to tal of $52,773 w as distributed 
in the county from the sales. 
Vegetables produced aud sold were 
com posed of beads, snap and string 
cabbage, 
corn. tom atoes 
and 
waiter 
melons. Sweet and irish potatoes w e n 
not included in the calculation. A nother 
interesting bit of inform ation is to th* 
effect th a t tile total sold in W ise conn 
tv exceeded the total sold from P a rk e r 
county w hich has a w ider rep u te for 
tiles** lines of farm ing th an h as Wise. 
th** volum e for P a rk e r county being 
$46,801.
